has been appearing in‘ bankruptcy 
court, and would seek a restraining 
order in Federal Court, to preven* 
the removal of Toombs from the 
lllinois jurisdiction. This he pro- 
posed to ask for on the ground 
that Toombs is needed in Chicago 
in conection with the Toombs & 
bankruptcy proceedings 
there. McGarry said tha., if the 


appeal! to the Federal Court should 
fail, he would seek a writ of habeas 


corpus.

Leaves St. Louis at 9 A. M., 
Starts Back at 3 P. M. Daily;

Passenger service between St. 
Louis and Chicago was begun by 
the Robertson Aircraft Corpora- 
tion at 9 o’clock this morning with 
the departure of a tri-motored 12- 
passenger Ford monoplane, which 


will make the return trip in the 
afternoon. . 

Heretofore passengerg have been 
carried in mail planes only upon 
special reservation. The new serv- 
ice will be provided daily except 
Sunday, planes leaving St. Louis 
at 9 a. m. and Chicago at 3 p. m. 
for the return trip. The _§ flight 
takes three hours. 

Six ‘passengers were in the cabin 
when the plane left Lambert-St. 
louis Field. Two willl be picked 
up at Springfield and two more at 
Veoria, The fare to Chicago from 
St. Louis is $40, from St. f.ouls to 
Springfield $12.50, from St. Loui. 
to Peoria $22.50 

The planes to be used in the serv- 


ice are $50,000 products of the 
lord airplane plant. They have 
seats for 12 passengers and are 
operated by a crew of two, the 


mechanician also serving as second 
pilot. The planes are’ equipped 
with lavatory, baggage compart- 


and are upholstered in leather. 

They are @riven by three Wright 
Whirlwind motors and can. stay 
aloft with full load on any two mo- 
tors. -With only one motor oper- 
ating the airplane can stay aloft 
long enough to get a favorable 
landing field at any point along 
the St. Louis-Chicago route.

George Harvey, one of the fore- 
most publicists of his time, at- 
tained the singular distinction of 
having had a large share in the 
making of two successive Presi- 
dents, one a Democrat and the oth- 
er a Republican. 

The editor and publisher was 
generally credited with having 
launched Woodrow Wilson upon 
the political seas when Wilson was 
head of Princeton University. He 
later became one of Wilson's bit- 
terest foes. 

He had a part in the selection 
of Warren G. Harding as the 
compromise Republican Presiden- 
tial nominee at Chicago in 1920; 
aided Harding materially 
campaign and was reputed to have 
formulated the issue of anti-Wil- 
sonism and opposition to the 
League of Nations that dominated 
the Harding-Cox contest for the 
Presidency. His reward was ap- 
pointment to the highest 
matic post within the gift of the 
new sident, that of Ambassador 
London 
Born during the Civil War, Feb 
l6, 1864, at Peacham ‘in rock- 
ribbed Republican Vermont, Har- 
vey Originally was a Republican. 
After attending Peacham Academy, 
Vermont and Nevada universities 
and Middleton and W¥rskine col- 
leges, he turned to. newspaper work 
and changed his political faith 
while so engaged. 

Once Managing Editor of World. 

Harvey started his career as 
publicist on the Springfield Repub- 
lican. J.ater he was on the staff 
of the Chicago Daily News when

editor. Then he turned to the 
strongly Democratic New York 
World, of which he became man- 
aging editor. 

Leaving the World in 1893 to 
become president of several elec- 
tric railways which he built, 
Harvey found the lure of the pub- 
lishing world irresistible and six 
years later he bought the North 
American Review, which he edited 
almost continuously until he sold 
it in October, 1926, when he re- 
tired from active work. Besides 
the North American Review, 
Harvey also wads president and edi- 
tor of Harper’s Weekly, the mag- 
azine he used to further the can- 
didacy of Woodrow Wilson for 
Governor of New Jersey and Presi- 
dent and the enthusiastic support 
of which became the direct cause 
of the estrangement between the 
fiery editor and the presidential 
candidate. 

Harvey apparently was the first 
to discover Wiison as a Presiden- 
tial possibility. He first advocated 
the Princeton president as Senator 
from New Jersey. Failing in that 
fight, he moved to bring Wilson 
forward as the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of New Jersey. 
Then he proposed the Governor for 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

Supported Wilson Editorially. 

While Wilson was conducting his 
campaign for delegates to the his- 
toric Baltimore convention, Harvey 
had his name at the masthead of 
Harper's Weekly and gave the can- 


f didate vigorous support editorially. 


Before the pre-convention cam- 
paign was over, Wilson, Harvey 
and the late Henry Watterson met 
at the Manhattan Club in New 
York to discuss the situation. 
Asked by Harvey if the support of 
Harper's Weekly was embarrassing 
him, Wilson replied bluntly that 
some of his friends told him that 
it was not aiding him in the West.

‘bazar last night led to a fist fight 


in which Emil Graulich. 19 years 
old. 4704 Plover avenue, was pbeat- 
en to death. 

Early today police arrested at 
their homes three youths who ad- 
mitted fighting with Graulich. 
They are John Donaldson, 20, and 
his brother, Donald, 17, both of 
4724 Genevieve avenue, and KEd- 
ward Keough, 21, 4930 Wren ave- 
nue. 

An autopsy today showed that 
Graulich had died of hemorrhages 
of the brain caused by a blow or 
series of blows. His head and the 
upper part cof his body were badly 
bruised. 


The fight took place on a lo‘ at 


'Wren and Prange avenues, where 


a bazar was being held for the 
benefit of St. Adalbert’s. (Polish) 
Catholic Church, 5730 Woodland 
avenue. 

Keough’s Story of Trouble. 

The following account of the 
trouble was related to police by 
Keough: 

“When I went to the bazar, 
Graulich walked up to me «and 
said with an oath: “What are you 
doing at this picnic—don’t you 
know only white people are ad- 
mitited here?’’ Keough is dark 
skinned, 

“T started after him,” Keough 
continued, “but some people sep~ 
arated us and I went away. Later 
I got into a little dice game, but 
Graulich got into an argument and 


broke it up. 

“Then I saw Graulich puffing at 
a Cigarette beside two small il- 
dren who were sleeping on 2 bench. 
lie deliberately tossed the cigar- 
ette on their clothes. TI stam a 
out the lighted cigarette, and 
bawled him out. He wanted to 
fight, but axain some people 
stopped us. 

“He was acting the bully all 
night. Shortly after 10 o’clock he 


got into an argument with Donald 
Donaldson Over 20 cents in a dice 
game. They retired to the rear: 
of the lot to fight it out and some 
of us went along. 

“Graulich fought John Donald- 
son first and knocked him down. 
Then he turned on Donald Donala- 
son, grabbed him by the waist and 
threw him down. When he got up 
he knocked him down again. 

Says He Hit Him Three Times. 

“He turned on me and I told 
him: ‘I’ve stood enough from you; 
you’ve been looking for a fight aJ} 
day and I’m going to give it to 
you.’ ; 

“I hit him on the jaw, smashed 
him on the nose and hit him in 
the right eye. I just hit him three 
times, but he went down and 
stayed down. I waited, and when 
he didn’t get up I propped him up 
against a fence and fanned him.” 

When Graulich failed to recover 
consciousness he was placed in an 
automobile and taken to Christian 
Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Asleep When Arrested. 

Keough and the Donaldson 
brothers went to their homes and 
were sleeping when police arrest- 
ed them. The Donaldson brothers 
corroborated Keough’s story, as did 
several bystanders. All said that 
Graulich had been struck’ with 
fists, but had not been kicked, and 
that no more than two of the 
youths were fighting at one time. 
However, one witness said five 
men were fighting at once and he 
saw one prostrate youth kicked by 
another. 

Members of Graulich’s family 
denied he was quarre’some. They 
said that before the fight Grau- 
lich had conversed with his broth- 
er and the brother’s wife and baby 
at the bazar and had played with 
the baby. He spoke of his inten- 
tion of joining the navy this week 
and his hope of becoming a naval 
aviator. He was employed as a 
yard clerk by the Missouri Port- 
land Cement Co, Neither he nor 
the other youths was a member of 
St. Adalbert’s Church.

| in 1925, Radio Operator

Learns From 


Search Party.

RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, Aug. 20. 
—A report of the death of Ccl. P. 
H. Fawcett, British explorer, who 
has been missing in Central Brazil 
since 1925, was given out today by 
| Vasco Abreu, radio amateur, who 
has been in touch with the Dyott 
expedition. ; : 

“T received last Thursday a radio 
from the Dyott station on the Ku- 
luene River in the Zinguv region 
stating that Fawcett was killed by 
Indians in July, 1925,’ Abreu told 
the Associated Press. 

Col. Fawcett Last Heard From in 
May, 1925. 

| George M. Dyott went into the 

Brazilian wilderness in search of 

Col. P. H.‘Fawcett, a British ex- 


in 1925 to search for a hidden city 
which he supposed to be the orig- 
‘inal Garden of Eden. The party 

was soon lost to communication 
| ana the final word came from 
'them in May, 1925. Since then 
there have been numerous -eports 
that they had been seen or that 
news concerning them had filtered 
through from the jungle Indian 
' tribes. 

One of the most persistent w..s 
to the effect that Col. Fawcett had 
become Indian and ‘had found a 
jungle paradise which he never in- 
tended to abandon. This was 
ascribed to Roger Courteville, but 
when a son of the missing ¢xplorer 
journeyed to Lima, Peru, to inter- 
view Courteville the authenticity or 
j the report was denied. 

Wife Confident He's Alive. 

Yet it was largely on the: infor- 
mation furnished by Courteville 
that the Dyott search was based. 
The first objective was Burity, near 
the town of Cuyaba, in the Brazil- 
ian state of Matto Grosso. .t had 
been rumored that Fawcett had 
come out of the jungle to that 
place and then gone back after 
saying he had no intention of re- 
turning to civilization. 

But the Dyott expedition radioed 
from Burity on May 16 of this year 
that the r&mor could not be con- 
firmed. Thereupon the searchers 
, cut themselves off from communi- 
| cation and plunged into the jungle.

CURTISS FIELD, L. I., Aug. 20. 
—The first transcontinental non- 
stop airplane flight from west to 
east was completed here today by 
Art Goebel and Harry Tucker, who 
crossed the country from Los An- 
geles, Cal., in a Lockheed-Vega mo- 


noplane in 18 hours, 68 mintues. 

Their plane, the Yankee Doodle, 
landed at 11:04 a. m., Eastern day- 
light time (9:04 St. Louis time), 
beating by seven hours and 62 min- 
utes the record made by Lieut. 
John A. Macready and Lieut. Oak- 
ley G. Kelly, who made the east- 
to-west transcontinental flight in 
1923. 

Leaving Mines Field, Los Angeles, 
at 12:06 o'clock, Coast time, yes- 
terday afternoon, (2:06 8t. Leuis 
time) Goebel piloted the Yankee 
Doodle across New Mexico, swung 
over Wichita, Kan., winged above 
St. Louis last midnight and crossed 
Columbus, O., at dawn today. 

Goebel, who won the Dole race 
to Hawaii, was at the ‘controls 
throughout the journey. Tucker. 
Santa Monica sportsman, whe 
backed the flight, rode as a pass- 
enger. 

Landing Time 11:04 A. M. 

Because the Yankee Doodla had 
been expected to land at Roosevelt 
| Field, few persons were at Curtiss 
Field when the big plane came into 
view. Frank R. Tichenor, ¢ditor 
of Aero Digest, whom Goebel 
greeted with a “Good morning, 
Frank,” as he stepped from the 
ship, took the unofficial Tan ting 
time, since no official timers were 
present. Tichenor said the Yan- 
kee Doodle’s wheels touched the 
ground at 11:04 a. m. 

Goebel’s first act as he stepped 
from the plane was to glance at 
his watch. 

“Eighteen hours and 6&8 
utes,” he exclaimed. 

Goebel estimated the distance of 
the flight at 271% miles. He navi- 
gated by instruments ali the way, 
for the flyers, soaring in places to 
a height of 10,000 feet, were able 
to pick up no landmarks. ‘

Toombs’ Side of It. 

McGarry, outlining the defense 
to be made later, should Toombs 
be taken to St. Louis for trial, 
said: 

“When Toombs took hold of the 
International Life Insurance Co. he 
found the policyholders’ reserve 
loaded with bad collateral. He tn- 
dertook to get rid of if, and ex- 
plained his plan to Judge Char-es 
G. Revelle, counsel for the com- 
pany. 

“His plan was to replace the bad 
collateral with cash or good bonds. 
Judge Revelle approved the inden- 
ture authorizing Toombs to pro- 
ceed, and Toombs went to Chicago 
and put into the company’s assets 
some $1,800,000 of Toombs & Daily 
securities. When Revelle learned 
of this, he wrote Toombs a hot let- 
ter, telling him the State insurance 
departments would not stand for 
this procedure. Toombs said he 
would fix it, and went to New York 
and borrowed $3,300,000 good se- 
curities from the executor of an es- 
tate. 

Lawyer's Account of Deal. 

“He put in these assets Dec. 31, 
and took out the Toombs & Daily 
securities, Then he obtained au- 
thority from the directors of ‘h2 
insurance company to withdraw 
$450,000 of the bad collateral, to 
turn into cash or good securities. 
He did this to replace the bonds 
he had borrowed from the execu- 
tor.

Protected by Federal Writ, Toombs

to his attempts to straighten out 
the affairs of the insurance com- 
pany. 

He said he thought the insur- 
ance firm was in good condition 
when he purchased it, but found 
that it was “practically insolvent.” 
A minority report of insurance ex- 
aminers, Toombs said, declared the 
actual condition of the insurance 
company but had not. been filed 
with the majority report on which 
he based his. purchase. 

Facing this situation, Toombs 
said he tried to bolster up the in- 
surance company by using securi- 
ties of his brokerage firm and had 
thoped to tide the company over.

Toombs testified today that his 
certificate for 2000 shares of the 
common stock of the International 
Co., which controls the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co., had been 
placed with James Bruce of New 
York to be used in financing in NeW 
York. He declared Bruce, a son 
of United States Senator Bruce of 
Maryland, has this stock. Bruce 
is a New York banker who aided 
Toombs in raising the $2,000,000 
first paid down on the stock. 
Toombs offered to turn over the 
International holding company’s 
common stock to the Toombs & 
Daily receivers “if he could get his 
hands on it.” 

Toombs declared the actual as- 
sets of his brokerage firm, which 
has been placed in receivership, 
were $560,000 aside from any 
assets which it might have in 
stock of the insurance company. 

His lawyers obtained from the 
Wederal Court here, late Saturday, 
a writ of ne exeat. The Latin 
words mean “let him not go out,” 
and the process is defined as an »5r- 
der to arrest a defendant and de- 
tain him until he furnishes bail, 
on condition that he will not leave 
the jurisdiction without*the court’s 
permission.

Ivy Hawke Crosses From Gris 
Nez to Dover in 19 Hours 
16 Minutes. 


DOVER, Eng. Aug. 20.—Ivy 
Hawke, years old, swam the 
English channel from Cape Gris 
Nez, France, to Dover, finishing 
19 hours and 16 minutes in the 
water. sae 

Miss Hawke, whose home :s in 
Brighton, is the fourteenth to inake 
the swim since Cart. Webb did it 
in 1875. She care 
Gris Nez at 9:46 o’clock Saturday 
night under the most favy«rable 
weather conditions. Sooa. she was 
overhauled by Frank Perks of Bir- 
mingham, who took to the water 
at 10 o’clock. Perks, howcver. be- 
came exhausted and quit at 8 
o'clock yesterday mornings 

Miss Hawke used a slow but pow- 
erful stroke and her crossing was 
uneventful except when she suf- 
fered a cramp for a time. The 
hardest work came after sne had 
entered St. Margaret's Bay, under 
the cliffs of Dover, when vontrary 
currents forced. her to extend her- 
self to the utmost to make land. As 
she touched the rocks at Hope 
Point, east of Dover, she fell back 
exhausted, but quickly recovered 
when she was taken aboard a tg. 
When the tug reached Dover Miss 
Hawke was able to walk unaided 
up the pier. 

The recognized record time for 
swimming the channel was set by 
Ernst Vierkoetter, who on Aug. 30, 
1926, made the crossing in 12 
hours and 43 minutes. 

Miss Hawke attempted to swim 
the channel on Aug. 30, 1927, but 
gave up after making only a few 
miles. On her second attempt she 
was successful, but failed by 4 
hours and 45 minutes to ejual the 
woman's retord set vy Miss Ger- 
trude Ederle of New York on Aug.

Five stops were made for 
refueling. 

This is the first time the nation 
has been spanned from west to 
east in a non-stop flight. ‘The 
present non-stop transcontinental 
air record of 26 hours, 50 minutes, 
48 seconds was set by Macready 
and Kelly, May 2-3, 1923. Mac. 
ready and Kelly flew from New 
York to San Diego.

DR. BUTLER DENOUNCES 
HOOVER’S DRY STAND icone w piuuy 


| Declares No Candidate of His Party Can Com- 
mit Him to Any Such Doctrines—Also 
Rejects Naval Program. 


Ey the Associated Press.” 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Herbert 
Hoover’s views on prohibition and 
a Daval program, as set forth in 
his speech of acceptance, are re- 
jected by Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia Univer- 
sity, and a life-long Republican. 

In a letter printed by the New 
York Times today, Butler breaks 
a silence on politics that he has 
maintained since the Kansas City 
convention. He expresses confi- 
dence that millions of “eartnest Re- 
publicans are in agreement with 
him. 

Butler later explained that his 
stand had been taken as a member 
of the Republican party organiza- 
tion. 

Asked whether his letter meant 
he was so sharply at issue with 
Hoover that he would - support 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith, Butler said: 

“Reading of my letter to the 
New York Times this morning 
ought to make it perfectly plain 
that the position I have taken has 
been taken by me as a Republican 
and as a member of the party or- 
ganization.” 

Referring to prohibition, 
ler’s letter says: 

“What I wish to make entirely 
plain is that no candidate of my 
party for President can commit me 
or countless others like me to any 
such doctrines or any such poli- 
cies.” In this connection Dr. But- 
ler quotes Patrick Henry: ‘If this 
be treason make the most of it.”’ 

In regard to Mr. Hoover's “‘ac- 
ceptance of the timeworn but 
wholly false argument that what 
he describes as “adequate prepa- 
ration for defense” is a factor in 
co-operation in the maintenance 
Of peace,” Butler. writes: “The 
contrary is now the well demon- 
strated fact.”’ 


“Dry Law Alien Invader.” 
Butler describes the Ejight- 
eenth amendment as “an alien and 
unnaturalized invader of the Con- 
stitution,’’ saying it must be de- 


But. 


}ported if the Constitution is to be 


preserved. 

“Anyone who is opposed to the 
repeal of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment and who is also opposed to 
that’ process of statutory obso- 
lescence thaf is now called nulli- 
fication,’’ Butler adds, “must then 
be in favor of their only alter- 
native, which is the continuance of 
the present reign of lawlessness, 
debauchery and government-made 
crime.” 

Butler describes Hoover as ac- 
cepting the formula of that paid 
band of agitators, lobbyists and 
persecutors which calls itself the 
Anti-Saloon League” when “he 
speaks of nullification as if that 
were an unheard of and horrid 
thing.” The letter adds: 

“The process and action which 
it is now fashionable to call nulli- 
fication are the accepted and usual 
ways by which any free people, 
and particularly the American 
people, have gotten rid of laws they 
did not like or that were offensive 
to their sense of justice and right.” 

Appeals for G. O. P. Traditions. 

In closing Butler said: 

“It would indeed be a sorry day 
for the Republican party if it were 
to turn its back upon all its prin- 
ciples, its traditions and its ideals 
in order to put the sinister figure 
symbolic of the Anti-Saloon League 
in a place of honor and authority 
among its counsellors. Sheyld that 
day come, and should the door of 
hope be closed to those hosts of 
Republicans whose minds and 


hearts are set upon Republican 
leadership in restoring the purity 
of, our Federal form of govern- 
ment, in putting an end to the 
rapidly growing menace of central- 
ized bureaucracy at Washington 
and in advancing the cause of 
temperance while protecting the 
civil liberties of the people, then 
the Republican party, as we have 
known and served and honored it, 
would have come to a dismal and 
discreditable end. 


“In the face of a state of things 
like this, it seems a far cry to the 
days of Patrick Henry and James 
Otis and Samuel Adams ana 
Thomas Jefferson, but some of us 
at least have not forgotten them. 
Of what I have written, I say in 
the words which Patrick Henry 
made famous: ‘If this be treason, 
make the most of it.’” ' 

Says Many Support Views. 

In opening his letter, Dr. Butler 
said: 

“As a Republican by conviction 
from youth, and as one who has 
given and is giving to the Repub- 
lican party the best service of 
which he,is capable, I wish to dis- 
sociate myself quickly, publicly 
and completely from positions on 
two of the three most important 
questions now before the American 
people that were taken by Mr. 
Hoover in his speech of acceptance. 
In full agreement with me, there 
are, I am confident, literally mil- 
lions of earnest Republicans 
throughout the country, both men 
aid women, who are entirely un- 
selfish.’’ 

Butler’s daughter, Miss Sarah 
Schuyler Butler, is at present act- 
ing chairman of the New “ork 
State Republican Committee. ow- 
ing to the recent death of Chair- 
man George K. Norris. She is the 
permanént vice chairman of the 
State committee, and as such is in 
charge of the party’s work among 
women in New York. 

Butler became the Republican 
candidate for the vice presidency 
in 1912 as a result of the death, a 
few days before the election, of 
Vice President yames S. Sherman. 
who had been renominated. Of late 
he has been advocating a change in 
the dry laws.

Upon his return to this 
country, Harvey became editor of 
the Washington Post, serving for 
one year until May, 1925, mean- 
while editing the North American 
Review. He retired from active 
work during the year following.

Harvey made his debut as editor 
of the Post by attacking Secretary 
Hughes and Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, for the passage of the 
bill against Japanese immigration. 
Although he attacked members of 
the Coolidge administration, - he

ONE KILLED, 200 HOMELESS 
IN FIRE FROM STILL EXPLOSION 


32 Houses Destroyed in Ronald, 
Wash.; Flames Spread to Forest, 
Checked Near Powder shed. 

By the Associated Press. 
RONALD, Wash., Aug. 20.— 


While residents of this mining vil- 
lage were collecting a relief fund 
for nearly 200 persons made home- 
less by fire Saturday night, Deputy 
Sheriffs were attempting to trace 
moonshiners, the ‘explosion of 
whose still caused the fire. 

Bert Pelbegrine, owner of the 
still, died in a hospital of burns, 
muttering, “I’ve got to get out that 
hundred gallons today.” 

The flames, after destroying 32 
homes and several. business build- 
ings, swept into virgin timber to- 
ward Roslyn, two miles distant, and 
were checked by 2000 men a short 
distance from a powder house in 
which were explosives for mines. 

Pellegrine was burned by the ex- 
plosion of a 250-gallon atill which 
he was tending in a cave under a 
pool room. From the still officers 
found a 100-yard tunnel eading to 
a subterranean chamber beneath 
a garage. which Pellegrin«e also 
owned. Here liquor was cached, 
and a shaft equipped with an elab- 
Orate system of block and tackle 
led into the garage, where officers 
Surmise he loaded trucks with 
moonshine for delivery in Seattle, 
100 miles west of here.

INFANTS VACATED 
AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


New York Hospital 


Reports 
Satisfactory Results in Im- 
muhization Work. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—Immu- 
nization of infants against tuber- 
culosis is being tested at the Wil- 
lard Parker Hospital, and results 
for the first 18 months are de- 
clared to be satisfactory. Dr. 
Kereszauer administered bac'lary 
vaccine to 101 infants. After 18 
months 95 are alive and well. Only 
one died of tuberculosis and it was 
| proved that this one was infected 
before birth. 

That pulmonary tuberculosis in 
adults in most cases can be traced 
to childhood is the contention of 
specialists, according to Health 
Comunissioner Wynne, who. ex- 
plained: “It wag not until Dr. 
Calmette of Paris developed pro- 
tective immunization with atten- 
uated living tubercle bacilli we 
were able to combat the malady 
at or before inception. 

“In France,” Dr. Wynne con- 
tinued, “more than 52,000 infants 
received the Calmette vaccine be- 
tween July 1, 1924, and Dee 41. 
1927, and in no instance was there 
any complication which could be 
to the vaccine. Calmette 
also has shown that where uniac- 
cined infants were brought un in 
contact with tubercular parents 
the death rate showed an alarm- 
ing proportion of one to four under 
the agg of 12 months, while among 
the immunized or vaccinated in- 
fants in similar surroundings the 
death rate was about 1 per cent. 
Calmette further showed that not 
one of the vaccinated infants that 
reached or passed the age of two 
years had died of tuberculosis.” 

Dr. Wynne said the admin'‘stra- 
tion of the vaccine is simple and 
painless. On the fifth, seventh 
and ninth day after birth the in- 
fant is made to swallow a dose of 
one centigram of baccillary vaccine 
in a teaspoon, mixed with a tew 
drops of milk. There is said to be 
no feverish reaction or discomfort 
of any kind.

Pa 
Interest at Poultry House. 

It is rather prosaic for the aver- 
age visitor to inspect the stalls of 
cows, mules and horses, but at the 
big poultry house there 1s tinter- 
est for almost every one. Crowing 
and cackling, quite oblivious seem- 
ingly of the curious onlookers, are 
1000 chickens, typical of one of 
the most important sources of 
Miseéuri farm wealth. :

How Italia Crew Spent 48 Days 
Marooned on Floe After Crash, 
As Described by Prof. Behounek 


Men Had Moments of Depression, Survivor 
Says, But Condition Was Far From 
Polar Psychosis. 


| 


The daily life of the Italia sur- 
vivors on the ice off Foyne Island 
is recounted in his sirth article by 
Prof. Franz Behounek, Czecho-Slo- 
vakian meteorologist, who is giving 
the first full account of the disaster 
by a@ member of the party.

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, Aug. 


19.—The entire world had concen- 
trated its attention on this little 
tent lost in the wilderness of pack 
ice and linked with the rest of the 
world only through radio waves. 


The red stripes Biogi had painted 
on it so it might be seen from 
an airplane had given it the name. 
“the red tent.” ' 

The long weeks passed in it by 
six and later five men, were a life 
full of pessimism and faint hope. 
The ice flo: on which it stood was 
driven in all directions by the polar 
wind, with the possibility of its be- 
ing driven into the open ocean or 
to the coast of Franz Josef Land, 
which no icebreaker’or airplarce 
can reach. 

The sea gnawed the pitiful littie 
floe from below and the sun melt- 
ed it from above. Those few men 
for whom the ice floe meant the 
world watched with anxiety each 
morning how much of their sup- 
port had disappeared and specti- 
lated when it would be necessary 
to leave it to seek another which 
might hold several days longer. 

Eyes of World on Arctic. 

The whole world felt an_in- 
tense interest in these few men !usi 
in the polar sea. Six nations seri 
help. One great polar explorer, 
who everyone thought had given 
up his famous polar career of hic 
own free will and retired to resi, 
risked his life again to save them. 
Since the time of the unfortunate 
Franklin expedition, the polar re- 
gion had not seen so many relief 
expeditions. 

Newspapers published the daily 
doings of the shipwrecked men 
which, through the combined work 
of the radiotelegraph, telephone, 
reporters, pencils, printer’s ink and 
imagination went through such a 
metamorphosis that none of the 
shipwrecked in the red tent would 
have recognized them. 

There were reports we had gone 
mad and discord ruled among us, 
that we had fallen victims of polar 
psychosis and were dying, that we 
had grown apathetic, that we be- 
lieved nobody and felt deserted by 
everybody. This is why I am writ- 
ing this article. 

It can well be realized what was 
the psychologic condition of the 
men who survived the crash of the 
airship after the terrible impact en 
the ice had. smashed to bits the 
duraluminum body of the cabin. 

Happy to “Be Alive. 

The first moment was full of joy 
that our lives had been saved and 
full of optimism. 

‘We are near the mainiand, 
people know which route we were 
flying back from the Pole, perhaps 
Wilkins still is at Green Harbor 
with his airplane, or rescue is only 
a matter of a few hours,” were the 
thoughts we aljl expressed. 

Then came consideration: What 
shall we eat? The cabin contained 
only instruments and no food. The 
ice offered no possibility of nour- 
ishment. The sea of which we 
could catch a glimpse through the 
rifts of ice had no fish. Land was 
near but we were unable to reach 
it. Then came the psychological 
reaction. 

We found our provisions, which 
had been in part thrown overboard 
before the crash and in part had 
fallen out of the airship. Finn 
Malmgren saw them first and hope 
returned at once. Thus was our 
entire life on the ice floe to pass 
in unceasing change from hope to 
downheartedness. 

Radio at Work First Day. 

Our wireless apparatus, a smal! 
°5-watt camp set, had been saved 
uninjured, so we had accumulat- 
ors of great capacity, receiving oct 
and dry battery. Biogi put it ail 
into operation the very day of the 
catastrophe, and already on the 
afternoon of May 25 we heard the 
high ringing tone of the SOS sig- 
nal and other messages regarding 
our position. By evening we were 
gathered in our tent sleeping 
soundly, after the weariness of the 


flight, which had lasted 55 hours. 
Capt. Mariano had us at work 
early the next morning. He di- 


rected us with complete calmnes?, 
as if he were aboard his little 12- 
val craft. somewhere in Chinese 
waters, 

We gathered all the material we 
‘could possibly use. We collected 
every piece of pemmican we found 
in the snow, convinced each meant 
perhaps another day of Hfe. We 
worked badly because we were un- 
used to this environment, Whe-e 
floe upon floe rose around us su"- 
rounded by deep snow or a thin 
layer of ice or cracks we had to 
jump across. 


We had to pass by the body of 


‘the unfortunate Pomella, our poor 
comrade who died nobly at his post 
pursuing his duty, now lying there, 
face buried in snow, surrounded Fr. 
the wreckage of the motor cabin. 
We made an effort to set up a roof 
over him which would protect him 
in this region where there was no 
kindly earth and we wondered 
again and again to which of us 
fate had been friendlier. 


First Meal of Pemmican. 

But our work dispelled such 
thoughts. Life had gained the up- 
per hand over pessimism and 
thoughts about death when we 
nine met in the little tent. There 
we were sitting closely together 
around the tin can which once had 
held gasoline and in which Malm- 
fren was now cooking pemmican. 
All drank from the same cup, each 
receiving his ration. 

Pemmican has a strange, un- 
pleasant taste. Sticky drops cling 
to the cup we are dipping into the 
tin. Polar suits which, up to now, 
were spotless, now are soiled. But 
what does that matter? One is 
anxious to live and begins to drink 
the beverage calmly. Next time 
there is no irritation felt and the 
“menu” is looked upon as a matter 
of course. 

Then Malmgren departs’ with 
two officers, Mariano and Zappi. 
At the time we are depressed as 
always when the crew is split up. 
But then we figure they will suc- 
ceed and perhaps through them a 
relief expedition will reach ws 
sooner. We gather new hope and 
life. 

The radio emits its signals daily. 
Several times a day Biogi hurries 
from the sending station outsize 
to the receiving set in the tent, 
puts the receivers to his ears, 
manipulates the contacts and then 
drops the receivers with the re- 
mark that is so familiar by now, 
“T hear nothing.” And downheart- 
edness creeps again into your soul. 

News of Rescue Plans, 

We await news of an evening 
from the San Paolo sending sta- 
tion in Rome, “which informs us 
that efforts to send relief are be- 
gun, that the great Riiser-Larsen 
and the famous Amundsen himself. 
are coming to look for us:. and 
somewhere in the corner of our 
hearts hope is born anew. ~ 

“Let us hope that they are 
searching for us not in the west- 
ern zone, where they believe us 
to be, owing to the last false bear- 
ings of the Italia, but that they 
may turn also to the east along 
the north coast of Spitzbergen. 
Perhaps they will “nd us this way.” 
So we pray. 

Then we hear on the radio again 
from San Paolo—it is one of the 
first days of June—that an ama- 
teur at Archangel has received py 
short wave our message, half of 
it correctly, the other half garbled. 
This gives Biogi new energy to 
work. He sends out again the SOS 
signal and the information that we 
are near Foyne Island. He is emit- 
ting all day, calling every hour, 
until we are worried about the 
accumulators. 

Then caine the  unforgettab!> 
seventh of June, with the Citta di 
M'lano’s rressage to say they can 
hear us. The connection had bern 
established. The. morale @of the 
shipw ecked, who had not fallen 
into despair even when the situa- 
tion of the radio seemed hopeless, 
could now never become worse 
than it had been. 


Two Injured Still Brave. 

Two of us were injured: Gen. 
Nobile with one leg and one arin 
broken and Ceccioni, the first 
mechanic, with a broken leg. It 
would have been reasonable to @x- 
pect them to despair, with their 
severe injuries and no medical aid 
they were unable to march. But 
a man of Nobile’s qualities does no:

Responding to the cheers, 
Hoover told the crowd that it was 
too early in the morning for a 
political speech, but that he did 
want to express his appreciation 
and that of Mrs. Hoover for the 
fine courtesy shown them.

.Ominee at Dodge City was W. A. 
ong, champion wheat grower of 
Ford County, who said that during 
the last 30 days there had been a 
very noticeable swing toward 
Hoover among the farmers in his 
section of Kansas. 

Senator Capper said reports from 
Oklahoma and Missouri indicated 
a Republican victory in these 
states.

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Malbern M. Stephens, who was 
Mayor of East St. Louis nine times 
before Feb., 1927, when he was 
défeated in a race for re-election, 


died at 10 a. m. today at St. Mary’s 


caused by an attack of hiccoughs 
which followed an operation last 
Friday to relieve a kidney disease 
with which Mr. Stephens had suf- 
fered for many years, 
The funeral will be held Wednes- 
day, when all city offices of East 
St. Louis will be closed all day in 
honor of the man who served 22 
years as Mayor of the city. Burial 
will take place at 2 p. m. in Mount 
Hope Cemetery but it had not been 
decided today whether services 
would be held at the Stephens 
home, 1010 Pennsylvania avenue, 
Or at an undertaker’s chapel. 

A Fighting Politician. 

Born Feb. 7, 1847, Mr. Stephens 
was a lifelong Democrat and a 
politician of the fighting type. He 
came to East St. Louis in 1869 and 
first worked as a fireman and later 
as engineer on the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi Railroad, now part of the 
Baltimore & Ohio. Before becom- 
ing Mayor for the first time in 
1887, he served as an alderman. 

In his first campaign for Mayor, 
Mr. Stephens promised to put the 
city on a “cash basis’ and to “take 
it out of the mud,” a platform 
which brought him re-election in 
three successive campaigns. He was 
defeated in 1895 by Henry F. Ba- 
der but was re-elected two years 
later and served until 1903 when he 
was defeated by Silas Cook, now 
Judge of the City Court. He‘was 
defeated by Cook again in 1909 and 
did not run again until 1918 when 
he won. and held the reing of gov- 
ernment until his defeat in a 3- 
cornered primary last year. 

Fortune Depleted by Reverses. 

Mr. Stephens is said to have 
f amassed a fortune of some $500.000 
mostly in real estate, and which 
was greatly depleted by financial 
reverses. In his twenties he op- 
erated the Stephens Hotel at Col- 
linsville and Summit avenues, and 
invested his profits in real estate. 
In 1903 he organized the East St. 
Louis Trust & Savings Bank and 
was its president for the five years 
of its existence, Later he organ- 
ized the City National Bank which 
was merged with the First Nation- 
al of East St. Louis. 

As a public official. Mr. Ste- 
phens was praised for his refusal 
to compromise with political ene- 
mies and -his ardent interest in 
placing the city of East St. Louis 
on a sound financial basis, the ad- 
vancement of public improvements 
and industrial deevlopment. One of 
his early projects for raising the 
grade of streets and building an 
extensive sewer sytsem was carried 
through in the face of bitter op- 
position. 

Saw the City Grow. 

When he first took office. East 
St. Touis extended east only to 
Tenth street and from St. Clair <0 
Piggott avenues. Its population 
was 13.000, it had no paved streets 
and but one privately owned sewer. 
In the years between his first and 
last terms, the city’s territory in- 
creased 20 times and the popula- 
tion grew to 75.000. Every public 
improvement project during those 
years was either proposed by him 
or had his earnest support. 

Mr. Stephens is survived by his 
widow and two daughters, one by 
an earlier marriage. He lived -t 
1010 Pennsylvania avenue.

PHILOSOPHER AND

Succumbs to Heart Attack 
at His Home in Cloan Af? 
ter Being Ill Since Last 
March. 


FIRST ENTERED 
CABINET IN 1905 


Recognized as One of Brit- 
ain’s Greatest War Min- 
isters—Lord Chancellor 
in MacDonald Ministry.

LONDON, Aug. 20.—The death 
of Viscount Haldane of Cioan has 


thrown Britain into mourning for 
& man who though “treated with 
the basest ingratitude by his 
country,” as ex-Premier Lloyd 
George put it, nevertheless is rec- 
ognized as having been one of the 
greatert War Ministers Britain ever 
produced. 

Lord Haldane, 72 years old, died 
of a heart attack at his home in 
Cloan yesterday. He had been 
taken ill in March but later his 
condition improved. A few days 
ago he suffered a relapse. 

Lloyd George said no other Brit- 
ish statesman had contributed more 
to the allied cause in the World 
War. 

“I always thought,” Lioyd 
George said, “that he was very 
harshly hreated and in fact treat- 
ed with the basest ingratitude. He 
organized the territorials that 
saved us in the dark winter of 
1915 when we had no other troops. 
He organized the General Staff 
and was responsible for the expe- 
ditionary force that came so 
promptly to the assistance of 
France, Yet in 1915 he was treat- 
ed as if he were a traitor to his 
native land and it hurt him deep- 
ly. His was a fine intellect and 
a fine nature.” 

Lord Haldane entered the Brit- 
ish Cabinet in 1905 as Secretary 
of State for War which portfolio 
he retained until he was named 
Lord High Chancellor of England 
in 1912. While head of the War 
Office, perceiving the eventuality 
of Britain being involved in a war 
with Germany, he brought about 
a revision of the British General 
Staff and the creation of a new 
army of “territorials.” This re- 
organization permitted Britain to 
send a strong expeditionary force 
to France within a few days after 
the great war began. 

But despite his foresight in p-e- 
paring for the eventuality of war, 
Lord Haldane retained a love for 
German scholarship that excludec4 
him from the coalition Cabinet 
formed in 1915 to carry on the 
war, His declaration that “Ger- 
many is my _ spiritual home” is 
credited with having forced him 
from the Cabinet and resulted in 
a popular misunderstanding of his 
attitude, 

Winston Churchill described 
Haldane as one of the “very few 
Great war ministers” that Britain 
ever has produced. 

Born in Scotland In 1856, Rich- 
ard Burton Haldane was educated 
in Edinburgh University and later 
studied philosophy at Goettingen, 
Germany, where he acquired his 
enthusiasm for German philos- 
ophy. He was created first Vis- 
count of Cloan in 1911. After pe- 
ing obliged to retire from the Cab- 
inet in 1915 he remained a judic‘«t 
member of the Privy Council and 
in 1924 forsook the Liberal party 
to enter the Labor ministry of 
Ramsay MacDonald as Lord Chan-

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UTILITIES AND THE STATES. 

Mr. Coelidge dees not think the revelations before 
the Federal Trade Commission justify federal action 
to correct abuses in the power industry. He repeats 
what he said some months ago, that the states should 
control the utilities. He points out that the utilities 
are seldom engaged in interstate business, and as- 
sumes that until they are the matter is one in 
which the states do not need the aid of the Pedera! 
Government. ; 

That ought ta be so. We have already welcomed 
Mr. Coolidge to the ranks of those who believe the 
states should govern such things. It is a large and 
growing company, and one whieh would gladly ac- 
cept the President's leadership. However, he has 
never told us how jurisdiction over the utilities 
can be reserved to the states. That is not an easy 
matter, as the states have found out. Indiana has 
expressed in a memorial to Congress a belief that the 
utilities should be excluded from the federal courts 
until they have exhausted legal processes in the 
states. That would not, in our opinion, be a remedy 
for the present deplorable condition which finds the 
states ignored by the utilities. The latter have plenty 
of money for law suits. There is only one remedy 
that could be applied. It is the one suggested by 
the Public Utilities Commission of Massachusetts. 
After years of battling with the utilities, it expressed 
astonishment that the guarantees of the fourteenth 
amendment should be given in the United States Su- 
preme Court a different construction when applied 
to public utilities, which are cPeatures of the states, 
than they are given when life or liberty is involved 
or in controversies relating to property between 
individuals. ss 

Here is where the whole trouble lies. Does Mr. 

Coolidge share the conviction of the Massachusetts 
commission that the utilities can receive, as individ- 
uals do in respect to life and liberty, and as they do 
in controversies relating to property, due process of 
law in the states, without recourse to the federal 
If so, the way to a solution of the problem 
is plainly marked for him or anyone else who would 
restore the rights of the states and retrieve to them 
control over their own creatures. 
The utility lawyers haye destroyed the powers of 
the states by earrying state judgments into the fed- 
eral courts and getting them set aside. If the Massa- 
chusetts commission is right, and we believe it is, 
this should not be permitted. As long as it is per- 
mitted the states are powerless. 

Of course, the President could do nothing. The 
point would have to be pressed before the United 
States Supreme Court by one of the states.

The General Land Office, under the directioa of 
the Seeretary of the Interior, controls lands valued 
potentially at $26,000,000,000, or $7,000,000,00@ more 
than our entire publie debt. During the last eight 
years, by leasing the public domain fer eil, gas, coal 
and ether developments, the office has taken in $67,- 
006,000 as rental money. 

The foregoing paragraph comes under the head of 
official statistics, given out at Washington from time 
to time for the enjoyment of statistics-hounds.

Of 
all the men in the United States—including a good

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VENIZELOS’ FOLLOWERS 
WIN IN GREEK ELECTION 


Premier's Party Likely to Have] 
170 of 250 Seats in 
Chamber of Deputies. 


Ey the Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Aug. 20.—Followers 
of Premier Venizelos were vitctori- 
ous in yesterday's elections and to- 
day it appeared probable they will 
have 170 of the 250 seats in tre 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Venizelos won his election con- 
test in Piraeus and his son, with 
©1 other Venizelos candidates, was 
elected in Athens. Among the vic- 
torious candidates is former Pre- 
mier Papanastastiou. M. Vozitis, 
leader of the extreme Royalists, 
was defeated. Theodorus Panga- 
los, former dictator, was over- 
whelmingly defeated. 

Aside from the rough handl‘ag 
of George Kafandaris, former Min- 
ister of Finance, by his political op- 
ponents, little disorder of conse 
quence attended the voting. 

Venizelos, a Liberal, became Pre- 
mier July 3 after the resignation 
of the Zaimis Cabinet and insisted 
upon the dissolution of Parliam~nt 
and election of a new one by m2- 
jority vote, abolishing the old pro- 
portional representation. 

Despite protests by the Roya!- 
istos, the Premier's recommendc- 
tions were approved by President 
Paul Kondouriotis and a decre2 
dissolving Parliament issued July 6. 

In the hast Parliament the Re- 
publican parties had a total of 15” 
seats while the Royalists held 116 

During a disturbance Saturday 
nizHt one of the followers of P1)- 
galos fifed into a crowd in front

of the Pangalos headquarte-:* 


wounding four Venizelists. 

Extreme bkterness between Rov- 
alists and Republicans had marked 
the electoral campaign and charces 
of proposed election frauds were 
many. This question finally was 
settled by Venizelos when he ac- 
cepted a Royalist proposal that all 
citizens upon voting Sunday be re- 
quired to leawe their voting bock- 
lets at the polls to avoid repetition 
of the vote. 

Of the opposition leaders only 


Panayoti Tsaldaris, chairman of 
the Popular party, was elecied 
The Royalists fared badly. Out- 


standing in this respect was the de- 
feat of Gen. John Metaxas, leader 
of the “Free Opinion” party. an 
offshoot of the former Royalist 
party. In the old Parliament Me- 
taxas was in the forefront of the 
fight against spread of the doc- 
trines of the Liberal party. Mer- 
couris, another Royalist, also failed 
of election. : 

Venizelos, commenting on the 
outcome of the election, expressed 
regret for the misfortunes which 
had visited Greece. He declared, 
however, the nation still had suffi- 
cient vigor for a fine future. 


BODY OF UNIDENTIFIED MAN 
FOUND IN MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


The body of an unidentified man 
which had been in the water for 
several weeks was found by pic- 
nickers yesterday in the Mississip- 
pi River at the foot,of Mary street 
in the southern part of St. Louis 
County. 

The man was about five feet, 
8 inches tall. 

The body was taken to Coroner 
Bopp'’s mortuary at Kirkwood, 
where two other bodies are being 
held for identification.

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'SLLOUNs POsT-DisPATCA 
Prospector Lost 48 Days 
And Rescued Tells Story 


Andy Taylor Says He Buried Self Nights to 
Escape Cold as He Wandered Without 
Food in Canadian Wilderness. 


MONDAY, AUGUST 20, 1928 


ANY TAYLOR, a gold prospec- 

tor of South Porcupine, Ont., 
was rescued several days ago after 
having been lost in the North Can- 
ada woods 48 days. Taylor wan- 
dered away from camp and could 
not find it again. In the following 
article, dictated exclusively for the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World from his bed in a Toronto 
hospital, he gives the story of part 
of his wanderings, starting from 
the day when all seemed lost and 
rescue parties, headed by his part- 
ner, Fred Coleman, and accompa- 
nied by airplanes, had almost given 
up hope: 


By ANDY TAYLOR. 
TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 20.—To 
those millions living in the cities 
and accustomed to all the con- 
veniences and luxuries of modern 
life, the possibility of being lost in 
a Canadian wilderness 48 days 
seems almost improbable. To me 
it seems like a nightmare. 

The first days of the struggle 
were not so bad. I was strong and 


healthy. I could walk many miles 
a day—and did. Then I found an 
old camp. 


I had walked many miles that 
day through pouring rain, anc as 
night approached I realized that to 
go further was impossible. My 
clothes were soaked. The wind 
was too cold and raw to stop, it 
seemed to me, and I was perishing 
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of cold.. I had come to a lake. 
To go on was impossible. I was 


utterly exhausted, staggering up 
and down, beating my arms for 
warmth; I tried desperately to 


think of a plan to weather the ter- 

rible night. ; 

Swims in Lake to Keep Warm. 
I felt the black water in the 

lake. It seemed warm in com- 

parison with the wet and cold. I 


slid in and found it pleasant for a 


few seconds. Then I felt cold and 
swam around and felt warm again. 
Whenever I stopped I became 
numb. I knew I never could iast 
‘until morning. 

I dragged myself from the water 
into a grove of spruce. Some of 
the dirt close to the trunk was 
dry. I dug a hole between the 
roots big enough to lie in and 
more than a foot deep. I gathered 
the dry dirt around other tree 
trunks and piled it beside the hole. 
Although the moss was wet I got 
a great deal of it and some spruce 


boughs. Removing my clothes I 
wrung them out and put them 
back on. 


Buries Self to Escape Exposure. 

When I had everything ready, <= 
lay down in the hole and packed 
the dry dirt all over and around 
me. Over the dirt I packed moss 
and piled boughs high over me. 

Before long the body warmth 
began to return. The dry dirt rext 
to me gave it a chance. In two 
hours I was fairly warm and by/ 
morning my clothes were fairly 
dry. That discovery saved my. life, 
not Only that night but on many 
later occasions. 

After I had been at the old 
camp a week, living on potatoes, 
seeds and berries, I decided to go 
on eastward. Four days of scorch- 
ing heat had killed all the berries 
in the vicinity. 

I took some potatoes with me. 
I have always been a strong swim- 
mer and found it less effort than 
walking. 
clothes and made the other side:in 
surprisingly good 
never remember being tired from 
swimming. 


No Sensation of Fear. 


I took bearings and headed 
east in a straight line, hoping to 
find a main water route or large 
lake. At no time was I in the 
grip of fear. Even when I de- 
cided to shorten my days of hal] 
on earth it was not fear that 
caused the decision. 

It just seemed the only thing 
left to do. Some people may blame 
me but that matters nothing to me. 
I had been 40 days without hear- 
ing a human or mechanical soun]. 

My boots were worn out. The 
moccasins I had made from the 
uppers were too short, and every 
step was like a knife thrust. My 
clothes were in tatters. Then it 
turned cold and it began to rain. 
I cannot attempt to describe my 
agony, although I remember every 
separate minute of it. It poured 
15 hours. I could make only from 
20 to 100 feet at a time. 

Sometimes I could not get all 
the way up on my feet. Only by 
traveling was I able to keep the 
circulation moving. For hours I 
crawled or turned from side to 
side, every move a hell of agony. 
At last J crawled up a high rocky 


ridge. Sonrehow I felt that the 
other side of it meant rescuers 
and life. 


How could I reach the top? It 
must be'a shore line of a lake. I 
concentrated every effort in that 
climb, 

The rocks were wet and slippery 
and time after time I would slip 
and lose ground. A _ little” rest, 
then more dragging with my el- 
bows and knees cut and bleeding. 

Twice I fell heavily, striking my 
jaw. It took every effort of mine 
to keep from going under. with 
those blows: With a last lunge I 
reached the summit, ready to shout 


_ with joy at the sight of a water- 


way. Oe. 
That is when hope dwindled to 
the tiniest speck. Before me 


stretched a barren country, burned 
and blackened with no sign of life 
or river. 


Tried to End His Life. 


I was unable to travel further. 
It was raining, cold and night was 
coming on. Not a berry or a bud 
in that desolate waste. That is 
when I decided'to play fair with 
my pain-racked bedy and end its 
misery. 

I used the little knife on my 
watch chain. It seemed to be the 
only thing left to do. Maybe some 
people will blame me. I am not 
ashamed of it. Some folks will un- 
derstand. I am glad now that I was 
too clumsy to find the right spot. 

A long rest, the thought of my 
family and the knowledge that Fred 
Coleman would never stop search- 
ing made me pull myself .together. 
I stopped the flow of blood and 
made up my mind to fight it out, 
I hope that those who may blame

and determined our pesition as 
calmly as if he were aboard a war- 
ship in peacetime; about Troiari, 
whom I nicknamed “the philoso- 
phic engineer,” who cooked ‘.ie 
bear meat and leater chocolate when 
the menu began to improve? 


Moments of Gloom in ~amp. 


We had moments of depression, 
too, even of fear, when the breath 
of the polar wind opened ne. 
canals around us, when the upper 
layers of the ice floe inelted and 
the tent was flooded, when vur 
footwear crumbled to pieces, when 
my comrades became ill of gastric 
fever and rheumatism, when our 
hopes seemed thwarted, om 
Lundberg’s airplane crashed on the 
ice, when fog prevented flyers 
from reaching us and our floe was 
driven farther east toward the 
open sea. But we were far from 
polar psychosis. 

Lundborg himself, when fate 
made him our involuntary com- 
panion, was amazed at our morale. 
He himself was deeply depressed 
at his fate, but one cannot be sur- 
prised about that. Morally, the 
psychic shock he _ suffered was 
worse than ours, even though he 
already had lived several weeks on 
the floe whem he came. He failed 
while bringing help to others, while 
we encounterd fate on an exploring 
expedition whose risks we all knew 
and had faced from the beginning 
as a part of our duties. 

There were @ number of er- 
roneous. statements attributed to 
Lundborg, notably that we were 
going mad, that Ceccioni had died, 
that we had quarreled. I am sure 
that Lundborg never. said those 
things. | 

Recalls Only One Argument. 


The only argument 
witnessed concerned the question 
of whether it was advisable to try 
to reach shore with Ceccionil. On 
that occasion, no remarks were 
made which might not have been 
heard just as well at a dinner ta- 
ble. Therefore, they may be ex- 
cused all the more easily, as they 
were made on an ice floe where 
even the strongest physique cannot 
suppress a certain nervous tension. 
And that is all, as far as [ can 
remember. 

There were no quarrels in the 


tent as long as Gen. Nobile was 


with us—a man unable to move 
from the spot because of his frac- 
tures, but whose mind was alwys 
active. He thought of everything. 
from the smallest detail to the 
tragic end which might be in store 
for us if relief expeditions arrived 
too late—that is, if the ice floe 
should be driven to the open sea 
by the polar wind. Neither were 
there any quarrels when young 
Lieut. Vigheri was put in charge 
of the Italia survivors. He was a 
charming and very humane young 
man who distinguished himself by 
a calmness entirely out of propor- 
tion to his age of 28. 

At the time when it was report- 
ed we had fallen into despair, Vix- 
lieri telegraphed with our consent 
that the weather was favorable 
and it was advisable to start in 
search of the group which had 
disappeared with the airship and 
which, by a voice of the gospel 
that the last shall be first, are now 
known as the Allesandrini gtoup. 

(The group takes its name from 
Renato Allesandrini, an envelop 
attendant, one of its members, 
rather than from Lieut.

I do not want to give an exag- 
gerated description of our morale, 
however. We knew well what the 
situation was and what may be in 
store for us. I frankly admit we 
all were more pessimistic 
optimistic, but we did not talk 
about it. Even simple men like 
Ceccioni and Biogi knew that kind 
of talk was out of!place and the 
only thing that Troiani and I would 
say to each other was that the 
greatest consolation we had was 
that life on the ice floes must soon 
end, either by death or rescue. 

There was also a grain of truth 
in “polar psychosis,’ if by that 
one meant the strange feeling we 
had in the spite and hatred, per- 
haps also fear, with regard to the 
ice On which we were forced to 
live. We called this feeling “ter- 
ror of the pack ice” but we were 
too conscious of it to succumb. 

Aviators who were cruising 
above us had this feeling, too. It 
may be due to this only that Shy- 
berg did not return that night 
when he had rescued his comrade, 
ITundborg, although his base was 
Esmark Island—a distance from us 
of only 15 minutes’ :zlying time— 
and although he was the plucky 
airman he proved to be when with- 
out hesitation he landed on the ice 
to take his friend away.

More Pay for 6000 Ratiroad Men. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 20.—The Rock 
Island Raltlroad today announced 
the granting an increase of $454,- 
000 annually in the pay of 6000 
employes, which is retroactive to 
June I, 1928. The announcement 
was made‘ after two months’ ne- 
gotiations among officers of the 
railroad and heads of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Clerks and 
Freight Handlers, with T. E. RBick- 
ers of the United States Board of 
Mediation. The agreement fives 
clerks an increase of $7 a month: 
$5 a month to miscellaneous 
classes and 2% cents an hour for 
day workers.
